Spreading 
In Kentucky

Neighboring states acted to 
prevent spread of hog cholera 
as Kentucky’s outbreak of the 
highly contagious pig disease 
reportedly spread to a 13th 
county. 
There were no confirmed 
cases reported outside the state 
Friday. 
K e n t u c k y ’ s state veter­ 
inarian, Dr. Thomas Maddox, 
said he might order a halt in 
movement of swine in Ken­ 
tucky after meeting today with 
stockyard and packing repre­ 
sentatives. 
He said he favors a total ban 
in movement, “but I’ve got to 
talk to them before I do it.” 
Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, Mis­ 
souri and West Virginia were 
among states imposing embar­ 
goes preventing or limiting 
swine movement from. Ken­ 
tucky. 
Tests for the disease were 
made on hogs in Ohio and In­ 
diana, but the results were not 
yet in. 
Almost 1,506 pigs have been 
destroyed so far in Kentucky. 
The cost of indemnifying the 
owners is nearing $50,000, with 
half paid by 'the state and half 
by the federal government. 
Bullitt County became the 
13th in Kentucky on the quar­ 
antine list when a confirmed 
hog cholera case was reported 
there Friday. 
T h e 
spreading 
outbreak 
threatens the lives of thousands 
more hogs. It has brought to a 
standstill a $50 million-a-year 
industry in Kentucky. 
More than 30 state field 
agenta roamed farms in a 
broad belt of Central Kentucky 
extending from the Ohio River 
south to near the Tennessee 
line. 
When cholera is found on a 
farm , all 
swine 
are 
ex­ 
terminated. 
In, northern Indiana, four 
farms which have received 
swina shipments from Ken­ 
tucky are under observation for 
possible hog cholera. Shipments 
from Kentucky are banned. 
The veterinarian in charge of 
the Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service of the U.S. 
Department oí Agriculture in 
Indianapolis, Dr. Lowell Barn­ 
es, said results of tests on the 
swine herds in White, Carroll 
and Adams counties will be 
available Monday. 
In Ohio, the chief of the ani­ 
mal industries division of the 
state's Department of Agricul­ 
ture, Dr. Harry E. Goldstein, 
said 10 state and federal in­ 
spector's are conducting tests 
for hog cholera on eight farms 
in three western counties.

He calls the things of God foolishness, 
and the Gospel of the cross is sheer 
stupidity to him. One such person in 
speaking with me not too long ago re­ 
ferred to the Bible as “hogwash.” 
The “spiritual man” (I Cor. 2:15) is 
one whose heart has not only been trans­ 
formed by the grace of God, but he is 
also one whose life is characterized by 
walking “after the Spirit.’’ (Romans 
8:1-5). He has denied himself and taken 
up his cross. He has set his affections on 
things above, and not on the things of 
earth. He is following “peace with all 
men, and holiness without which no man 
shall see the Lord.”

Bowen and 
Matthew Welsh occupied the 
same platform addressing the 
state American Legion Con­ 
vention, exchanging pleasan­ 
tries in the hall while awaiting 
the call. Both spoke at Seymour 
while participating in a V-J Day 
parade and rally, a date ignored 
by most Hoosier s. So far their 
appeal to veterans is fairly 
evenly balanced. 
Both men saw service in 
World War II with Welsh as 
a Navy Lieutenant and Bowen 
in the Medical Corps as a 
Captain. Both men pledged to 
support a Vietnam veterans 
bonus at the next session of the 
legislature. Indiana has a total 
of 160.000 Vietnam veterans out 
of the 5.9 million in the nation. 
Welsh drew first blood at the 
Legion convention 
He said: 
“On return home from service 
a veteran nedes help. He needs 
a job. . .he may need training. 
These needs in many cases are 
not being met. We have only 
three veterans counselors in our 
state employment division even
